THE BREAK IN THE WEATHER, which the country 
experienced as of Sunday and the following days cannot 
help but be a great stimulant to the retail automobile 
business, as I view it. Thaws which have cleared city 
streets and country roads and the elimination of sub- 
zero weather ought to make the people new-car con- 
scious to a large extent and buying ought to pick up. 


Of course, we cannot expect February to be a “hot” 
month because production and sales would have had a 
normal decline anyway in anticipation of the Spring rush 
next month. I’ve been talking to some sales managers 
who have come back from road trips this week and they | 
tell me that those few days of fairly warm weather we 
have had this week have greatly strengthened the market 
—the people are again buying. Roads are clearing nicely 
and inter-city traffic is again becoming normal. This I 
found out Monday when I rode from Fort Wayne, Ind., 
to Connersville over and through ruts that were as dry 
as mid-summer and with little snow at the sides of the 
roads.

READING THE TRAFFIC SURVEY recently made 
in Rhode Island, it is interesting to note that while 41 
per cent of the pedestrians observed cross intersections 
against the red lights and 14 per cent crossed diagonally, 
that less than 1 per cent of the drivers crossed the same 
intersections against the red lights. 


It also was discovered that drivers of commercial 
vehicles displayed greater carefulness in stop-sign ob- 
servance than operators of passenger cars. Out-of-state 
cars traveled at speeds averaging about two miles an 
hour faster than Rhode Island cars and unaccompanied 
drivers drove faster than drivers with passengers.

year. In last year’s tabulations, the returns from these 
states represented about 65.2 per cent of the total for the 
nation. If this ratio holds true this year the month is 
likely to show between 215,000 and 220,000 with the latter 
figure most favored. This estimate is in line with the 
estimate made at the week-end by R. L. Polk & Co. based 
on the returns from 29 states. In the Polk estimate the 
states reporting had shown a total of 127,771 units an 
increase of 52.96 per cent over the same states in January 
last year, and a decrease of 7.26 per cent from the 
December, 1935, totals. States reported by Polk in its 
estimate represented 61.14 per cent of the national total. 
The January total apparently will be the highest for the 
month in history.

Truck tions, according to R. L. Polk & Co., seem

the total for the same states in January this year.

Used increased movement in used cars during the 
Jars past few weeks. The ratio of used car sales 
Moving to new car sales is also reported improved, 


with the result that used car stocks have 
shown less tendency to increase. One factor which may 
be true in this case is pointed out by John F. Sherlock, 
of Sherlock & Arnold in New York, who attributes the 
increased movement of used cars to wholesale operation 
in which the strictly used car dealers are purchasing 
used cars from new car dealers at sacrifice prices. Sher- 
lock points out that this trend should be watched care- 
fully by dealers as used cars wholesaled to used car deal- 
ers at low prices now will be placed on the market by 
those dealers in competition with new car dealer offer- 
ings during the spring selling season. This factor, he 
claims, should be taken into consideration in making used 
car allowances during the next month or so.

S. Thomas, of the U. S. District 
Court, has signed an order ex- 
tending until Mar. 17 the date for 
filing the transcript and docketing 
the appeal to the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the case of 
United Chromium, Inc., against 
the General Motors Corp., the 
New Departure Mfg.
